Panel Checking 
On Retail Prices 


Bailey Appointed Clerk 
At Rationing Board Office 


The Price Ceiling panel of the 
local rationing board is now active- 
ly functioning, and meets every 
Tuesday evening from 7:30 to 9:00, 
in the rationing office in the town 
hall. 

Every retailer selling “cost of 
living’ commodities should have 
filed with the board, by now, a 
statement of his maximum selling 
prices. Cost of living articles are 
defined as goods sold over the 
counter, or those whose prices re- 
flect business conditions noticeably 
and promptly. 

With few exceptions, the prices 
listed are those which the retailer 
must now adhere to. The maximum 
selling price of a cost of living ar- 
ticle is the highest price at which 
that article was sold during March, 
1942. 

In addition, tie retailer must 
have a list of the same base prices 
available for public inspection in 
his store during business hours, and 
the ceiling price of each commodity 
must be indicated in some manner 
at the point of sale to the con- 
sumers. 

The latter are requested, in the 
interest of patriotism and the fur- 
therance of the war effort, to bring 
any violations of the above regula- 
tions to the attention of the store-

The board of selectmen, in ac- 
cordance with a recommendation 
f-om Joseph B. Eastman, Director 
of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, has asked all local de- 
partments using vehicles of any 
kind to cut their gasoline consump- 
tion by 40 percent. 

The 40 percent figure is based 
on the town consumption of gaso- 
line before the present shortage 
existed, and substantial cuts had 
already been made before Mr. East- 
man’s letter was received. 

The average cut in all depart- 
ments is about 26 percent, two- 
thirds of that requested by Mr. 
Bastman. The police department 
has had the best record in conserv- 
ing gasoline so far, decreasing its 
previous consumption by 34 per- 
cent. 

Roy BE. Hardy, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, has written to 
all town departments, asking them 
to co-operate with the ODT re- 
quest, “if it is at all possible... 
without decreasing the efficiency 
of your department.”

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Andover’s Economic Life Summarized Bley 


Boston University Survey Gives Interesting Picture 
Of Municipal Business Progress Here Since 1930 


An interesting abstract of all 
sorts of municipal statistics for An- 
dover has just been published by 
the Bureau of Economic Research 
at Boston University’s college of 
business administration, which 
shoud prove of great value to local 
business men, public officials, so- 
cial workers and the public. 


On two well-condensed pages, the 
whole picture of the town’s eco- 


nomic life is shown: building 
trends, employment, transporta- 
tion facilities, manufacturing ac- 


tivities, retail and wholesale trade, 
population and housing, educa- 
tional, medical and housing facili- 
ties. 

The sheets may be purchased 
either separately or with similar 
data on 175 New England commu- 
nities, in book form, from the 
Bureau, whose address is 685 Com- 
monwealth avenue, Boston. 


The survey states that Andover, 
with’a population of 11,122 and an 
area of 31.1 square miles, has a 
density per square mile of 357.6. 
The dual force and gravity system 
of water supply at Haggetts Pond 
has a daily capacity of 2,300,000 
gallons, and an average of a mil- 
lion gallons pumped daily. 


Population Analysis 

Population has increased by 
3,000 since 1920, 1,100 since 1930. 
About 8,800 of its residents are 
native-born, 2,200 foreign born. Of 
its foreign-born population, rough- 
ly 26 percent are from Scotland, 
16 from English-speaking Canada, 
15 from England, 11 from the Irish 
Free State, 9 from French Canada, 
4 from Italy, 19 from other coun- 
tries. Of all Andover’s foreign-born 
residents, 67.7 percent are natural- 
ized, and 6.5 have their first papers. 


Its manufacturing activities have 
shown a centralizing trend over 
the past 20 years; from 1919 to 
1940, the number of its manufac- 
turing firms has decreased from 16 
to 14, but the employees have in- 
creased from 1,451 to 3,449, and the 
annual payroll from $1,544,789 to 
$3,741,212. The value of the pro- 
ducts made has jumped from 7 to 
16 million dollars. 


In 1940, of a total of 4,325 per- 
sons employed, 1,177 were oper- 
atives, 728 clerks and salespeople, 
604 domestics, 438 professional, 428 
craftsmen, 425 proprietors and 
managers. Laborers on farms and 
industry totaled 328. 


Retail Trade 

There were 144 retail stores in 
Andover in 1939, compared to 97 
four years earlier. Their sales per 
capita averaged $263.35, of which 
$103.49 was in the food group, 
$41.18 in automotive supplies, 
$28.59 in eating and drinking es- 
tablishments, $20.59 in filling sta- 
tions. 

Local payrolls for various types 
of employers were 3,449 in manu- 
facturing, 327 retail, 85 wholesale, 
78 service, 182 municipal. Postal 
receipts were $58,158 in 1940, or 
$5.28 per capity, compared to fig- 
ures of $5.85 and $4.62 in 1939 and 
1935 respectively. 

Personal service establishments, 
such as barber shops, cleaners, fu- 
neral directors, cobblers and laun- 
dries, were 44 in number, had 78 
employees, a payroll of $80,000 and 
receipts of $223,000, in 1939.

to 1938, but has increased by some 
$300,000 since then. The sa ere 
per capity decreased from $1,711 in 
1930 to $1,417 in 1940, while the 
tax rate jumped from 25.90 to 30.00 
(1940). The tax levy per capita de- 
creased from $44.33 to $42.51 from 
1930 to 1940. 

Building showed’ a-remarkable in- 
crease in the 1985 to 1940 period: 
In 1935, 23 new residences were 
built, 40 commercial buildings, a 
total of 192; in 1941, there were 79 
new residences, 41 new commer- 
cial buildings, a total of 178. Esti- 
mated costs increased from $162,- 
000, roughly, ‘to $524,000. 

In 1940, 2,144 local people filed 
income tax returns, an increase of 
700 over the previous year. An- 
dover has always had a substan- 
tially larger percentage of its popu- 
lation paying income tax than the 
average percentage in the state; 
in 1940, 192.8 persons paid income 
tax per 1,000 population, compared 
to 154.8 throughout the state.

at their posts. Hence, the number 
of incoming calls made it impos- 
sible to notify promptly those in 
charge of sounding the alarms. 

The medical workers, disaster 
crews and others had been in- 
structed to report by phone instead 
of going to their posts because no 
incidents had been planned for 
them, and going to the far-flung sta- 
tions would require a needless use 
of tires and gasoline. 

In all, it took about 15 minutes 
to get all the signals started. The 
promptness of the wardens and 
police in notifying householders: of 
the blackout, and the dimming of 
the street-lights at the proper time, 
affected the proper blacking-out 
well before the actual raid signal. 

The only services fully mobilized 
were the wardens, auxiliary police 
and State Guardsmen, and the re- 
port center was manned 100 per- 
cent within a short time. 

The street-lights were extin- 
guished about nine minutes before 
the sounding of the raid signal, san 
unusually long period compared ito 
previous tests. The first signal, 
Green One, came in at 9:35, the 
“Vy for Victory” audible signal be- 
ing given shortly afterward. Green 
Two came in at 9:56, and the 
street-lights were put out within a 
minute after its receipt. 

Green Three, marking the actual 
beginning of the raid, was sounded 
at 10:04, and the all clear came 
just 15 minutes later. 

All local mills were completely 
blacked out, operations being sus- 
pended in some departments for 
the duration of the test. Traffic, 
previously a sore spot in the 
civilian defense setup was ably 
handled, and there were no viola- 
tions of any kind on that score. 

For the first time in any such 
test, about 35 members of the local

Air-borne troops coming? What 
would YOU do? You know how to 
take care of things as well as pos- 
sible in the event of a bombing, 


but just what happens if those 
planes that might bring the bombs 
instead bring paratroopers? 


Do you know who is going to 
have the first chance at those sui- 
cide troops, whose aim will be to 
destroy vital installations, come 
what may? It’s going to be the 
job—and the pleasure—of the state 
guard to give those fellows a very 
hearty welcome and to make their 
stay brief and unpleasant. Their 
job is to impede the progress of 
these troopers by every means pos- 
sible until the regular army can 
arrive from its bases to mop them 
up. And that is why all over this 
State of ours a large number of men 
are drilling once a week, hearing 
talks on how to make road-blocks, 
how to immobilize cars, how to 
handle a gun. 


But the number of men isn’t 
large enough. Here in Andover 
more recruits are needed, because 
the turnover of manpower is go 
very great. If you’re a young man, 
due sometime to go into the ser- 
vice, why not get a head start and 
join the guard? Every unit in the 
state has lost men to the army, 
and every unit in the state has had 
the pleasure of receiving from 
those boys letters saying how in- 
valuable the guard training had 
been. If you’re over the 38 age, or 
if you’re in 3-A or some other such 
deferred classification, join the 
Guard. You really should be doing 
something to help out. 

The principal objection one 
usually raises to joining the State 
Guard is that it might mean that 
you might be called out on duty. 
If any real red-blooded American 
can sit back and conscientiously 
tell himself: “If I’m needed for ser- 
vice, | don’t want to go,” well, it’s 
not the America it used to be. The 
State Guard will not be called out 
unless it’s needed, and if it is 
needed, every member of it will be 
proud that he has prepared him- 
self to serve his State. 

Go up to the Baseball Cage at 
Phillips Academy Sunday morning 
about 10. Watch the drill, and then 
join up. You won’t be sorry.

A complete list of the new price 
regulations is contained in a book- 
let published by OPA, copies of 
which are available to both con- 
sumers and retailers at the ration- 
ing office.

RED CROSS NEWS 


The Red Cross surgical dressing 
quota is still soaring into astro- 
nomical figures.

The rooms will probably 
also be opened on Thursday eve- 
nings in the near future,

ticularly well-appointed, warm and 
well-ventilated, and furnished with 
large work-tables and other equip- 
ment. The rooms are open Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday 
from 9:30 to 4:00. Shawsheen 
women wishing to work on surgical 
dressings are asked to communi- 
cate with Mrs. Murray W. Tuttle 
at the Aberdeen apartments, tele- 
phone 1272, 

Those interested in the work are 
reminded that no sewing is re- 
quired, but merely a little cutting 
and some folding on the materials, 
which come ready-made from the 
Red Cross headquarters.
